The 132 declaration has been filed after final rejection. Once a final rejection has been entered, Applicant no longer has any right to 
unrestricted further prosecution. MPEP 714.12. Even if the declaration were granted entry, it must be noted that Applicant's declaration 
does not provide evidence that Patent '020 was invented by the same inventive entity as the instant application '032. Applicant's 
declaration states in #4 that Charles B. Berde and Gary Strichartz are co-inventors on the '020 patent. Thus, the inventive entity of the 
'020 patent includes Kohane, Langer, Berde and Strichartz. The instant application '032 includes Kohane and Langer. Therefore, the 
inventive entity of patent '020 is essentially "by another" as defined in MPEP 2136.04 - the inventive entity is different if not all inventors are 
the same. US Patent '020 lists Bearde and Strichartz as co-inventors. Inventorship of a U.S. Patent cannot be changed during the 
prosecution of ANOTHER application. The inventors of the patent filed a declaration in the application that issued as the patent that they 
believed they are the joint inventors of the invention. This cannot be undone in another, different application. Applicant has filed several 
132 declarations thus far in this application; it is noted that no other declarations or evidence will be given further consideration because the 
prosecution of this application is closed.
